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1« The B a lmor branch in Swinoujscie was located in Odra Port — - Wolin on 
the eastern bank of the river Swina, In May 1952, the port installation* 
belonging to Dalmor wers partly ready for use and therefore served only 
for the Borting and processing of fish brought in by the fishing vessels* 
Construction inside and outside the buildings was still going on, Odra 
Port was enclosed by a fence, The refrigerating plant produced ice used 
for railway refrigerator cars and for vessels bound for the fishing 
grounds, However, no storage facilities were available and the fish had

2o About 50 men and 100 women were employed permanently by Palmar, The work 
alternate d between one or two shifts o Ug-ually, -the first shift worked from 
0700 to 1500 hours and the second from 1500 to 2200, Sometimes, however, 
there was work late at night because every fishing vessel had to be unloaded 
as soon as possible.

All incoming and outbound fishing vessels were always thoroughly 
searched. After the search by the WOP, the sailors were permitted 
to go ashore and the unloading party could start work. TheWOP 
sentry was posted at the gangway and everyone boarding or leaving 
the vessel had to show his identity card and pass. 

The fishing vessels remained in Odra- Port ' a as long as was 
necessary to unload the fish and to load the necessary amount of 
JceTh? unloading lasted from a few to 24 hours, depending upoi 
the size at. the vessel and the amount and category of risn.
